65-1,  rights  accrued,  liabilities  incurred, 
or  appeals  taken  under  said  orders,  prior 
to  the  effective  time  of  the  termination 
thereof,  said  War  Food  Order  No.  65  and 
War  Food  Order  No.  65-1  shall  continue 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  purposes 


of  sustaining  any  suit,  action,  or  other 
proceeding  with  respect  to  any  such  vio- 
lation, right,  liability,  or  appeal.

Termination. 

War  Food  Order  65,  and  War  Food 
Order  No.  65.1  which  restricted  ship- 
ments of  fresh  Bartlett  and  Beurre 
Hardy  pears  from  Washington,  Oregon, 


and  California  during  the  1943  season, 
have  been  terminated  by  the  War  Food 
Administration,  effective  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  w.  t.,  July  1,  1944. 

The  orders  were  issued  to  prevent  un- 
due diversion  from  processing  into  fresh 
market  channels.  Under  the  orders  ship- 


pers in  California  were  prohibited  from 
shipping  out  of  state  for  fresh  consump- 
tion more  of  these  pears  than  they 
shipped  during  1942.  Shippers  in  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon  were  limited  to  75 
percent  of  the  quantity  shipped  for  fresh 
consumption  during  1942.
